CAMBERWELL 

CALLING 

It’s all change in SEg. Trish Lesslie discovers how 
the area could look and feel in years to come 


I t’s been a creative hub for well over 
a century, but most Londoners have 
long viewed Camberwell as nothing 
more than a place to pass through en 
route somewhere else. It wasn’t a place 
you would visit, unless you had the bad 
luck of landing in King’s College A&E. 

I grew up little more than a mile away 
at The Oval, but until I started my first 
job on Camberwell Church Street aged 
17,1 don’t think I’d ever stepped off a 
southbound 36 bus before reaching 
Peckham. I wasn’t alone. 

‘Camberwell never used to be 
somewhere you would stop off,’ says 
Jordana Leighton, trustee of The 
Camberwell Festival 
and self-confessed 
Camberwell devotee. 

‘Now people travel 
from all over London 
just for the restaurants. 

You can eat your way 
around the world in 
Camberwell,’ she says. 

Eat your way around the world and 
eat well. ‘Vietnamese Restaurant Bang 
Hing is nothing to look at but the food is 
amazing and Angels & Gypsies has some 
of the best tapas in London,’ she 
enthuses. ‘And the salt and pepper squid 
at The Crooked Well is second to none.’ 

The bar scene is thriving too. The 
Hermit’s Cave has been a Camberwell 
institution for as long as anyone can 
remember. Now the family who run it 
have opened the Stormbird craft beer 
pub just across the road. ‘It’s a 
completely different crowd so they don’t 
compete with each other,’ says Jordana. 

There’s even a distinctly Dulwich 
Village feel filtering in. ‘When we 


opened nearly five years ago we were 
told by a fair few locals that Camberwell 
wasn’t ready for it, that it wouldn’t 
work,’ says Jen Aries, co-founder of the 
hugely popular gastro-local The Crooked 
Well. ‘People thought we were brave or 
stupid. Now look at the area,’ she says. 

Camberwell still has its share of 
shabbiness - and not just around the 
edges - but there’s now more than a hint 
of chic among the typical London inner- 
city mix of supermarkets, nail bars, 
barbers, phone and chicken shops on its 
two main shopping streets, Denmark 
Hill and Camberwell Church Street. 

I found cafes serving hipster staple 
avocado on 
sourdough, a chip 
shop offering gluten- 
free batter and a 
farmer’s market - all 
within a few steps of 
the (still) dingy 
premises where I 
began my working life. Even the ‘dodgy 
old boozer’ next door, the Camberwell 
Arms, has gone award-winningly gastro 
having been taken over by the folk who 
run the legendary Anchor & Hope in 
Waterloo and the Canton Arms in 
Stockwell, and is teeming with bright 
young things. 

Of course, Camberwell was drawing 
in arty types long before Peckham or 
Brixton vied for its cultural crown. 

That’s largely thanks to the Camberwell 
College of Arts (CCA), which boasts 
alumni as celebrated and diverse as 
painters Maggi Hambling and Gillian 
Ayres, filmmaker Mike Leigh and 
musician Florence Welch. 

‘A lot of graduates stay local, partly

because it’s relatively cheap,’ says Nick 
Gorse, Dean of the CCA, which is in 
the process of building new student 
accommodation as part of redevelopment 
works due for completion in 2017. 

Other residential developments are 
springing up all over SE5, among them 
Camberwell Fields (camberwellfields.co. 
uk), with 282 one, two and three-bedroom 
flats and seven three-bedroom houses by 
Notting Hill Housing. Prices range from 
shared ownership flats from £360,000, 
available with a 25% share, to £690,000 
for a three-bedroom house. 

But with so many new residents 
heading to SE5, some local stalwarts fear 
Camberwell’s celebrated sense of 
community could be diluted. ‘I hope it 
doesn’t change so much that the people 
who make it special no longer feel they 
have a place here,’ says Leighton. 

For its part, Southwark Council seems 
to be paying more than lip service to 
maintaining community spirit. It’s 
spending £13 million on regeneration, 
improving streetscapes, sprucing up 
Camberwell Green and creating ‘pocket 
spaces’, such as the newly pedestrianised 
Datchelor Place, all over SE5. The 
historic leisure centre has been 
refurbished and, at a time when 
neighbouring boroughs are closing theirs 
down, Southwark made the unusual 
decision to build a new library. It opened 


late last year and is proving to be quite 
the hotspot, especially with local kids. 

Councillor Mark Williams is fighting 
to get Camberwell Station, closed since 
1916, reopened as part of the Thameslink 
network. He’s also a strong supporter of 
a new Bakerloo Line station. ‘There’s 
huge demand for a tube station and we’ll 
continue to push for it,’ he says. 

Still, not everyone is keen to see the 
tube coming to town. In fact, many

consider the lack of it as a boon. ‘It’s 
kept Camberwell under the radar and 
helped stop rents and house prices 
getting quite as astronomical as, say, 
Brixton or Peckham,’ says Jordana. 

Tube or no tube, average property 
prices have increased by over 100% in 
the past decade according to the Land 
Registry. Rents have also soared. ‘We 
had to move out of Camberwell after 
three years because we couldn’t afford 
the extra space we needed,’ says Jen, 
who moved to Streatham to accomodate 
her growing family. 

‘I worry that perhaps regular families 
will get pushed further and further out 


which may in turn dilute the wonderful 
community feel,’ she adds. ‘We could end 
up with a lot of the same sort of people in 
one spot. That’s not very interesting, is it?’ 

But the artistic community has deep 
roots in the area, which Nick describes 
as a ‘corridor of culture’. That corridor 
will get a boost with the South London 
Gallery opening a new site in the former 
fire station on Peckham Road in the next 
couple of years. The new buildings on 
the CCA site, which include an academic 
block with larger studios and teaching 
space, plus a new lecture theatre, all 
designed by RIBA award-winning 
Stephen Marshall Architects, will be 
another asset. Still, residents would 
welcome more local amenities. 

‘We lack a village hall or hub, 
a cinema, performance space and/or 
dedicated centre for the arts,’ says 
Barbara Pattinson, chair of the SE5 
Forum, a community group that 
promotes the improvement of the area. 

She moved to Camberwell with her 
husband in the mid-Sixties, so she’s 
witnessed more changes than most. 
‘People are attracted by the charming 
green spaces, the village feel, the pubs, 
restaurants, hipster vibe, good schools, 
and diverse community,’ she says. 

So while Camberwell is changing 
fast, hopefully some things will always 
stay the same...

R arely would a pub be considered a conducive 
workplace, but Mike Wilks has converted an 
old boozer into a practical and productive live-work 
space. The artist and author, who recently re-released 
his best-selling book The Ultimate Alphabet - a magnificent 
compilation of illustrations that invites you to find as many 
items beginning with a specific letter as possible - found just 
the space he was looking for when he stumbled across a 
disused pub in Walworth. 

T wanted lots and lots of space, lots of lots of light at a 
price I could afford,’ he says. The Surrey Arms, on the corner 
of Surrey Square, just around the corner from Burgess Park, 
gave him just that. Mike had lived in France for 10 years in a 
‘beautiful old stone farmhouse on the side of a mountain 
overlooking the Mediterranean.’ Bom and bred in the capital, he 
returned because it’s ‘a much more interesting place to live than 
the south of France. They have the weather, the food, the wine, 
they have the scenery, but it’s not 
as interesting as London.’ 

The pub was unused when 
Mike found it, but it still had the 
old bar, some of the pub 
furniture, even the gents’ toilets 
were still in place, plus an old 
cellar that you could only access 
via a trap door. It sounds like it 
was a heck of a fixer-upper, but 
‘it was the size of the place and 
the amount of light that really 
attracted me,’ says Mike, ‘plus 
it’s proximity to central London. 

I can easily be in the West End 
in 20 minutes, which is really 
very good.’ 

The artist wanted anything that interfered with work taken 
out, so while the pub had plenty of character and charm, the 
bar furniture was sold off to an architectural salvage company. 
That old mahogany bar could now well be in a hipster haunt. 

Mike called in local architects Timpson Manley, since 
disbanded, and gave them ‘carte blanche’ on the place. They 
dealt with all the nitty gritty like planning issues (thankfully, 
the pub wasn’t listed), came up with the design, stripped away

walls and created his dream 
space - an open-plan, 
mezzanine-style live-work 
space reminiscent of a 
Manhattan loft. 

Space is very much the order 
of the day: ‘I hate cosy,’ he 
says, ‘My house in France 
didn’t have many interior walls. 
I just knocked most of them out 
and painted everything white.’ 

Mike trained as a designer, so when it came to kitting out his 
pad, it was ‘all second nature’ to him. The L-shaped yellow 
sofa, the centrepiece of the reception-dining room, is by 
Terence Woodgate, bought at SCP in Shoreditch. There’s a very 
high tech-looking lamp by Richard Sapper from light specialists 
Artemedie, and Tom Dixon’s Jack Lights create a striking 
feature in a comer. The audio visual equipment is all Bang and 
Olufsen, the dining table is by Richard Foster and the chairs are 
by Charles and Ray Eames. It’s a who’s who of some of

Britain’s greatest designers. 

On the wall is a series of three prints, 
made by Mike himself: ‘I made them for 
that space. I needed something to go there, 
so I just knocked them up. They were 
originally photographs, then I worked on 
them on a computer and had then blown up 
and printed.’ 

The furnishings are carefully created and 
sparse, with none of those pesky knick 
knacks that some of us can’t help but cram 
onto our shelves. Would he describe his style 
as minimalist? ‘My style is ‘minimalish’, 
which means I can be untidy,’ he laughs. 

His studio is on the mezzanine level 
which, bafflingly, is the ground floor. It’s an 
enormous open space bathed in light with a 
huge easel, sprawling desk space full of 
sketches and drawers upon drawers of paints 
and brushes. An adjoining room houses a 
Mac with a huge screen, plus a few older 
computers scattered around that he can’t bear 
to part with. The opposite wall is crammed 
with books, floor-to-ceiling and wall-to-wall in a mini library of 
sorts, some clever bespoke cabinetry carrying them around the 
curve of the wall, with a natty library ladder to reach the top. 

Mike won a scholarship to art school when he was 13 and 
went on to study at Jamie Art School in Sutton, then Burley Art 
School in Croydon. He graduated in graphic design and worked 
as a graphic designer before setting up his own business. ‘Then 
I got bored so I decided I was going to start writing and 
illustrating books, so I sold up. It took me a few years before 
The Ultimate Alphabet happened, then I didn’t have to think 
again about what I wanted to do.’

The book was originally published in 
1986 and was a huge success, hanging out 
on The Sunday Times bestseller list for a 
year. It’s something of a grown-up Where’s 
Wally , where you turn to a beautifully 
illustrated picture labelled ‘P’ and try to find 
the pineapple, pestle and partially painted 
panda. Then, a couple of years ago, an 
American publisher who had loved the book 
when he was younger approached Mike 
about republishing it. 

I wonder if he was tempted to alter the 
pictures in any way? Pop an iPad in there or 
such like? ‘No because that’s a never-ending 
story,’ he says. ‘Everything’s always 
changing, so there are things in there that are 
dated such as a lot of the flags - there’s no Soviet Union, no 
East Germany, no Yugoslavia. On the flip side, there are things 
now that are commonplace that were very rare in the early 
1980s, like mobile telephones and computers. It would be an 
endless job. I’d have to update it every year.’ 

There was another reason to keep the The Ultimate Alphabet 
just as it was. ‘The original book has a nostalgia value,’ he 
says. ‘There are moments of “oh yeah, I remember that”. 

People who originally owned it had passed it on to their 
children, so it became a bit of an heirloom. We’re hoping it 
sells well again to a whole new audience.’

How London Door Co set the benchmark 
for handmade doors in the capital

F ounded in 1982, The London Door 
Company has been dedicated to 
making and installing handmade 
doors for over three decades and 
set the benchmark for the industry, 
particularly with period-style doors. The 
initial business concept was to supply 
screen-printed decorative glass, but from 
these humble beginnings the company has 
become London’s leading door supplier, 
installing over 30 doors a week. 

All London Door Co doors are made in 
one of the company’s four workshops in 
Wimbledon. In the early days there was 
just one factory unit but there is now a 
team of 40 staff, including one of the 
original founders who remains at the helm 
of the business. Two employees have been 
with the company since the start, having 
joined straight from school. One even has 
his son working with him as a carpenter. 

The level of detail that goes into 
creating a bespoke London Door 



Company door is impressive; 
from the initial design to 
handmade leadlight and 
etched glass and the finished 
product, weeks of loving 
labour go into each door. For 
a typical four-panel door, a 
joiner will work with 63 
individual pieces of wood, 10 
mortice and tenon joints and 
64 mitres - and that’s just the 
start. The pain-staking, hand¬ 
painting process follows. 

Fitting a door into an existing frame 
takes a great deal of skill, it is made to be 
a tight fit and requires ‘scribing in’, this 
is where the carpenter offers the door up 
to the opening and makes pencil marks 
on the door to use as a guide to carefully 
plane the door to get the best possible fit. 

Where the original frame is simply no 
longer serviceable (tired, worn out) the 
best advice is to replace it with a

stronger, better draught proofed version 
of the original. 

London Door Co only uses the best 
possible materials, and will always work 
with wood - never PVC or composite. 
The company preference is to use Accoya 
wood, which is the most recent advance 
in timber technology, it has minimum 
movement and shrinkage, problems often 
associated with traditional wooden doors. 
The team fully understands the aesthetic 
of a front door, they get the proportions 
just right and have a vast knowledge of 
period styles; all sales designers have 
extensive training so that they can offer 
expert advice.

R ear extensions: Certain residential 
property owners were able to carry 
out larger single storey rear and 
side extensions (within prescribed 
limits) without the need for planning 
permission until May 2016 provided they 
followed a consultation procedure. This 
deadline has now been extended for a 
further three years until 30 May 2019. 

Immigration Status: From 1 February 
2016 if you are a landlord of residential 
property you will need to start carrying out 
checks on identity documents for all adult 
prospective tenants and other permitted 


occupiers to ensure that they have a right to 
be in the UK and to rent your property. The 
obligation to check will continue throughout 
the duration of the tenancy and you face 
liability to a penalty of up to £3,000 per 
illegal occupant for non-compliance. 

Minimum energy efficiency: As of 
1 April 2018, landlords of commercial and 
residential property will be unable to grant 
or renew tenancies where the property 
requires an Energy Performance Certificate 
(EPC) unless the property is an EPC rating 
of E or above. The requirement will also 
apply to existing commercial tenancies as 


of 1 April 2023 and existing residential 
tenancies as of 1 April 2020. 

Unless an exemption applies, non- 
compliance leaves you liable to a fine of up 
to a maximum of £150,000 for commercial 
lettings, and a maximum of £5,000 for 
residential lettings. Authorities can also 
publish information regarding non- 
compliance which could affect your 
reputation further down the line.

From eco fashion to handcrafted furniture and organic 
food, Dulwich-based website Blue Patch offers British 
made products with a sustainable edge

W hile global internet traders 
have been gathering 
negative headlines for 
complex tax avoidance 
schemes and (possibly) listing looted 
ancient artefacts, a firm based closer to 
home is doing more than its share to 
redeem the reputation of online retailing. 

With its HQ on the Dulwich/Heme 
Hill border, Blue Patch offers an 
impressive range of sustainable and 
fair-trade products and services - all 
made in Britain. The site is the brainchild 
of local painter, teacher and 
environmentalist Jane Langley, who was 
keen to showcase the work of small and 
sustainable businesses, craftspeople and 
artists by providing visibility on a 
national level. 

‘There’s such extraordinary talent out 
there that wouldn’t otherwise have a 
chance to surface,’ she says. ‘Blue Patch 
gives small businesses the ability to 
market across the country - something 
that’s financially challenging when you 
operate in isolation.’ 

Billed as ‘Britain’s sustainable 
marketplace’, the site brings together 
creatives offering everything from 
designer furniture to organic 
catering, all with an ecologically-sound 
ethos. Jane and her team of curators 
select and promote inspirational 
companies, uniting them under the Blue 
Patch banner of excellence. ‘Etsy does 
a great job,’ Jane says of the online craft 
market. ‘But it’s not filtered - anyone 
can join.’ In order to sign up to Blue 
Patch, traders are first vetted not just for

their eco credentials but also the 
aesthetics and usefulness of their 
products and services. Businesses then 
pay an annual subscription, which funds 
the site’s marketing campaigns. 

Jane, a south Londoner bom and bred, 
studied painting at Camberwell College 
of Art, close to St Giles vicarage where 
her postman grandfather once lived. 

Now a Herne Hill resident of 14 years 
standing, she juggles teaching Fine Art at 
City & Guilds London Art School with 
mnning the site. 

Having attended a talk on climate 
change in 2008, she grew increasingly 
concerned about our consumer society’s 
carbon footprint and went on to found an 
environmental education project, Cool It 
Schools. Blue Patch, which was six years 
in development, marries Jane’s love of 
design with her passion for sustainability.

a need to a make a difference,’ she says, 
adding that 100% of the site’s profits 
will be ploughed into The Blue Patch 
Foundation, which will invest in 
companies that generate, research and 
develop clean energy. The foundation 
will also support community projects, 
training for young people and 
conservation schemes. Member 
subscribers are invited to nominate 
projects and will have the final vote 
on how the cash is spent. 

Launched in September 2014 with 
around 50 traders, at the last count there 
were 170 companies on the site, but 
Langley aims to have 600-700 traders 
signed up by the end of this year. 
Although members are based all over the 
UK, around 15% are local to Blue 
Patch’s HQ, to be found in the back 
room of Jane’s home. In fact, she can see 
three of the website’s traders - caterers 


SE24 Home Cooking, bakers Sweet 
Carolina and artist Julia Langley, who is 
also Jane’s cousin and a co-curator - 
from her office window. 

The view from that window also 
inspired the site’s name. Struggling to 
come up with a moniker that 
encapsulated the ethos behind the site, 
Jane gazed out on a dull grey sky as the 
clouds broke to reveal a burst of blue. ‘It 
made me feel so positive that 
I bought the URL there and then,’ she 
says. ‘Blue Patch just seemed to sum up 
what we were hoping to achieve.’ 

There are now plans for a ‘department 
store’ of sorts - a one-day pop up at 
St Barnabas Hall, Dulwich Village, 
in October, which will host up to 80 
traders. ‘It’s very exciting as it will be 
the first time so many members of our 
“extended family” will actually meet,’ 
says Jane. 


‘We’re creating a network of people 
who respond to our value system and 
ethics, connecting shoppers to 
independent Blue Patch businesses to 
benefit local economies,’ she says. 

‘We’re also connecting our business 
members with each other, inspiring 
collaborations, and the sharing of 
resources and expertise.’ 

But what is it like as a shopping 
experience? With everything from 
recycled jewellery to wooden wagons for 
the garden, plus a vast array of cushions, 
quilts, prints and wallpapers, the site is a 
kaleidoscope of colour, bursting with gift 
ideas and desirable pieces for the home. 
Buyers go straight to sellers’ sites, safe 
in the knowledge that their purchases 
will support ethical business. So, if we 
shop a little more carefully, we can all 
look forward to a brighter future.

- ifs the perfect Valentine’s Day breakfast 



H eady, musty and 

intoxicating, the scent of 
fresh black truffles is about 
as sexy as food gets. 
Truffles aren’t much use on their 
own though - they need sympathetic 
partners for their elusive qualities 
to really shine. As a rule, the humbler 
the partner the better; primarily 
because you want the flavour 
of the truffle to dominate, but 
also because once you’ve 
bought the truffle you 
probably can’t afford 
much else. 

Eggs and truffles 
are a match made in 
heaven. Indeed, you 
don’t actually need 
to use the truffle to 
vastly improve the flavour 
of the humble egg. Just store 
the eggs for two days in a sealed 
container with a truffle. The fatty egg 
yolk will absorb the tuber’s musky 
aroma. Then make a simple omlette or 
scrambled eggs.

A mazing things are 

happening at Upstairs 
at The Guildford 
Arms. As well as a 
lovely pub-dining environment 
and a lush beer garden, there’s 
now a fine dining restaurant on 
the first floor, the likes of which 
you won’t find elsewhere in 
Greenwich. The seasonal menu 
is based on the best produce 
available that day, sourced from 
carefully selected suppliers, 
foragers and game shooters in 
Kent. The kitchen, led by chef 



Simon Wills, who trained in France and has 
worked at a litany of Michelin-starred eateries, 
also smokes its own fish, grows its own herbs and 
bakes delicious breads and focaccia. 

We arrived on a Friday evening as the restaurant 
was starting to fill up. The friendly, attentive staff 
are as quick to explain the finer points of the menu 
as they are to recommend a wine match. Although, 
after a long day, we’d picked out a Saladini Pilastri 
Falerio dei Colli Ascolani (a full-bodied, elegant 
blend of Trebbiano, Passerina and Pecorino) before 
we’d even thought about the food. Eventually, I 
went for a starter of house-smoked halibut, thinly 
sliced and delicate, served with sea buckthorn- 
pickled carrots and a light, homemade horseradish, 
while my friend had a colourful plate of thinly sliced beets and 
apple with William Heaps soft cheese, rye and sorrel. 

For the main course, I ordered diver-caught scallops - fresh,

delicious and meaty - served 
with a broad bean-top and 
seaweed salad and Japanese 
artichokes.

a subtly house-smoked mash, a lovely touch, 
alongside grilled kale and parsley. 

For dessert I had rhubarb parfait (with a secret 
liquorice centre) dusted with liquorice powder 
and served with blood orange jelly, smatterings 
of crunchy gingerbread and blood orange slices. 
Another beautiful medley of colour and texture. 
My friend, quite the chocoholic, ordered the malt 
ice cream with a warm chocolate mousse, an 
utterly fabulous salted butterscotch and sliced 
cobnuts. She was a very happy girl indeed. 
Everything about this meal, from the brilliant 
staff to the presentation, the flavour pairings, the 
textures and the hidden surprises on each dish, is 
wonderful.

Why I won't he giving up smoking any time soon 


I t all makes me feel rather ancient. Barbeque, that 
is, various cheap, tough cuts of meats cooked 
slow and low. Seriously, you can hardly potter 
two minutes through town without being 
assaulted by a rack of Memphis style ribs, or pulled 
Boston butt, or brisket with a markedly Texan twang. 
Hell, pulled pork is so damned ubiquitous that I’m 
weary of the very sight of it. 

It wasn’t always thus. Because 15 years back 
barbeque, to the British, still meant the brutal abuse of 
a perfectly innocent sausage, over roaring, chemical 
infected flames. A technique the Americans call 
‘grilling’. No, real ‘que’ over here was near impossible 
to find. In fact, you could only find it at Arkansas 
Cafe, in Spitalfields, run by a great man called Keir 
Heiberg, better known as Bubba. Now Bubba was a 
pit master, a veteran of American competitions, 
contests where the prize money moves into tens of 
thousands of dollars, and bragging rights are beyond 
price. Bubba gave London a taste of the real thing. 

As Lolie Eric Elie writes in his sublime Smokestack 
Lightning, the real diehards ‘...worship their own gods, 
speak their own language and think that the ability to 
distinguish a brisket from a butt is no less basic to a 
civilised existence than lounge chairs and chilled beer’. 
Amen to that. I judged for two years at the Jack 
Daniels Invitational. Hell, I’m even a certified Kansas 
City Barbeque Society judge. And sampled all sorts of 
oak and apple and cherry wood smoked joy in shacks 
and lean tos across the back roads of Tennessee, North 
Carolina, Texas and Arkansas. Then I came back to 
London. And wanted, no craved, a whole lot more. 



‘Que’ is the most democratic of American foods. It’s 
the food of Presidents and pan handlers, best eaten with 
one’s hands, on a simple wooden bench, washed down 
with iced tea or the occasional illicit beer. Back in 
London, Bodeans came after Bubba and started well, 
even if it has gone downhill since. Unlike The Big Easy 
in Chelsea and Covent Garden, which gets ever better. 
And then there are those glorious pioneers of serious 
British barbeque, Pitt Cue Co in Soho, who really know 
their craft. Others, too, like Red’s True Barbeque, an 
ever-expanding chain that takes smoking seriously. Plus 
Burnt Ends from The Blues Kitchen (Shoreditch, 
Camden and Brixton), Neil Rankin’s upmarket 
Smokehouse (Chiswick and Islington), and Soho’s 
Shotgun, which divided the critics, but still knows its 
smoke. As does Grillstock Walthamstow. And don’t 
forget those street food maestros, The Rib Man, BBQ 
Lab and Smokestak. At long last, and not before time, 
London has some smoke to truly savour.

Phil Eisenberg ofSparklysmile in 
Blackheath talks us through his 
holistic approach to dentistry

Tell us about Sparklysmile, its ethos 
and how it has grown over the years... 

My father Jo Eisenberg took over the 
dental practice in Blackheath Village in 
1969 when it was sited at the southern 
end of Blackheath Village (now the 
Locksmith). The practice expanded and 
moved to its current larger premises in 
1974 and I joined in 1988. As dental care 
has advanced we have kept abreast of 
new techniques and aim to help patients 
look after their mouths, whether it’s 
caring for a child’s loose baby tooth 
or replacing teeth with implants. 

What is it about dentistry that you love? 

It sounds really cliched but helping 
people to be free from pain or achieve 
the smile they want is very satisfying. 

It can be very creative and gives me 
challenges each day. There’s always 
something new to learn. 

You take a more holistic approach to 
dentistry than most. Why is this and what 
exactly does it entail? 

I like my patients to be cared for as I 
would like to be looked after myself.

What are some of the most common 
problems you see and how can people 
prevent them? 

One the most common procedures we 
perform is strengthening teeth with 
crowns when they have weakened and 
are breaking due to old large fillings. We 
also see patients requesting implants to 
replace teeth that are beyond repair, 
enabling them to eat whatever they like 
with confidence. Many people tend to 
clench or grind their teeth which can 
cause them to wear out.

W hen Joan Didion released 
her book Miami back in 
1987, a social and political 
take on the city, she 

described a world of new-found glamour, 
hotness and shady dealings under palm 
trees. This was, she said, ‘a rich, wicked 
pastel boomtown’. The TV show Miami 
Vice had shone images of South Beach 
into every American living room, and the 
sunny colours of its Art Deco buildings 
were becoming the fashion in every 
sense. Before I visited, the Miami I 
pictured was a mood board of neon 
signs, martinis, bikinis and Will Smith 
riding on jet skis.

Miami’s reputation as a party city 
runs deep into its history, right back to 
1920s prohibition, when the illegal 
alcohol would arrive from Cuba to the 
port of Miami Beach, allowing the locals 
first-pick before it sailed off to satisfy the 
thirsty citizens of Chicago and New 
York.

Museum of Science lies under 
construction, complete with a Death Star 
orb, which the museum’s exhibition 
developer Dr Jorge Perez-Gallego tells 
me will eventually become a ‘cutting- 
edge’ outdoor planetarium. Over on 1300 
Biscayne Blvd, there’s the Adrienne 
Arsht Center, with its bulging 
programme of ballet concerts and 
classical music. I was lucky enough to 
catch Buena Vista Social Club on their 
Adios Tour here. Even the hotels in 
Miami want in on the art world; The 
Betsy, a Southern Belle of a hotel on 
Ocean Drive, hosts Escribe Aqui!, a 
celebration of Ibero-American authors. 

In the first week of December, Art

paper cups. Inside, the gut-busting glory 
of the meaty Cuban sandwich can be 
enjoyed for a just few dollars.

You 
have to be over-55 to play, but this is a 
spectator sport, just know when to duck 
as the brandishing of sticks is not 
uncommon when things get heated. 

To explore the

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RUNNING WILD 

The Imagine Festival is celebrating 100 years since Roald Dahl first 
graced the world, bringing a little nonsense’ to young minds everywhere

F rom ‘snozzcumbers’ to 

‘gobblefunk’, when you walk into 
the Southbank Centre’s foyer this 
month you would be forgiven for 
thinking you had stumbled into nonsense. 
Over the past two years, the team here 
have been bending their brains in order to 
put on a five-month spectacle delving into 
The Wondercrump World of Roald Dahl. 
My interviewees today, it seems, are 
taken by all things magical and are 
notably excited by their return to lands of 
giant peaches. ‘He has such a huge 
legacy, and you can’t escape the way in 
which his stories transcend time,’ says 
Lead Programmer of Imagine Festival, 
Tamsin Ace. Paul Denton, a producer on 
the site design team, wholly agrees. 

The event has been designed in a way 
that children lead the fun, something that 
suits Dahl’s work down to a tee. ‘He is 
universal, crosses boundaries and the dark 
side of his writing allows for the fact that 
it’s OK for children to be naughty,’ smiles 
Ace. This mischievousness and the 
freedom it brings create, as the two point 
out, the perfect environment for 
imagination to run wild. Dahl makes you 
accept the child as the hero, not against 
authority completely, but against the 
convention that adults are always right. 
‘The interchange that this creates is 
beautiful,’ Denton adds. 

As Denton talks me through archives 
embedded within forests, the immersive 
approach to the exhibition is resonant. 

It takes you through different spaces, 
showing Dahl’s love of writing from 
childhood onwards. ‘We have a section 
that is set as a school so that visitors can 
be transported through his education. 
There are some beautiful archives of 
letters that he wrote to his mother,’ 

Denton says. ‘He found school a horrible 
place, yet his letters crafted it to be 
wonderful. It was that spark for 
inspiration that led him to discover how 
to tell stories.’ 

Having worked closely with the Roald 
Dahl Museum of Stories, which houses 


the archives of the author, the depth of 
insight into the mind of the prolific 
storyteller comes through. As Ace 
reminds me, the festival is about 
imagination and is crafted to inspire. The 
Wondercrump World ‘sows the seed and 
highlights that no idea is a bad idea’. 

We talk on about the impact of the 
great author on children worldwide - 
Dahl’s stories are available in 59 
languages and global sales are estimated 
to be over 200 million. He teaches 
children to read between the lines and 
create their own stories. ‘A lot of the 
stories have moral messages. When he 
makes the characters bad he makes them 
very bad, when he makes them good he 
makes them very good,’ remarks Denton. 
‘It’s the bit between the two that helps 
children to navigate what’s right and 
wrong and craft a story in between.’ In a 
few words, children should read, play and 
be mischievous. After all, ‘a little magic 
can take you a long way’. 

The Imagine Children’s Festival runs from 10-26 
February at Southbank Centre. Find out more at

T he National Youth Theatre 

(NYT) has had quite a history 
since it was founded in 1956 by 
Michael Croft, a teacher at 
Alleyn’s Boys’ School in Dulwich.

Someone might do a dreadful 
speech, but they may have a bit of a 
spark. You can nurture talent.’ 

The NYT is keen on opening doors to 
a career in the theatre to all and sundry, 


with bursaries offered where possible 
and those successful will have quite an 
experience. The NYT membership that 
participants receive on completion 
affords them the opportunity to showcase 
their acting abilities through the NYT’s 
productions - locally, nationally and 
internationally - and for the first time 
they will offer an extended, industry 
standard three week Technical Course 
taught by top industry professionals in 
costume, lighting and sound, scenic 
construction and stage management. 

What’s clear is 
there’s plenty of 
talented individuals 
out there who can 
continue adding to the 
impressive alumni 
roster that the NYT 
has boasted over 60 
years. Perhaps you 
will be a part of history when the 100th 
anniversary of the NYT comes along...

e like pithy 
quotes at The 
Cedars. The 
walls are full 
wisdom of 
;f stroll 
through the building 
provides the observant visitor with a 
crash course in the history of ideas. One 
of my personal favourites is from Anne 
Frank: ‘Everyone has inside of him a 
piece of good news. The good news is 
that you don’t know how great you can 
be! How much you can love! What you 
can accomplish! And what your potential 
is!’ This is a good starting point for 
explaining that The Cedars is about 
unlocking potential, broadening horizons 
and enriching lives. 

The Cedars was founded in 2013 and 
at the heart of the school is the idea that 
education should be truly transformative. 
Qualifications are hugely important, but 
education is more than that. It is said that 
education is what remains when you’ve 
forgotten everything you learned at 
school. Teenagers are capable of great 
things and they want us to expect great 
things from them. In my experience the 
most effective parents regard success as 
more than just achievement; they want 
their children to become great people 



who make them proud. This is the 
measure of success that we, at the four 
PACT schools, use too. 

The driving force behind our 
approach is the inspiration of Saint 
Josemaria Escriva, a Catholic priest who 
founded Opus Dei. In a recent paper by 
Fr Joe Evans, published by the Institute 
of Education in 2013, he distils 
St Josemaria’s ideas to three words: 
formation, family and 
freedom. 

Formation is about 
becoming the best 
person you can be, 
fulfilling your potential 
culturally, morally, 
socially, intellectually 
and spiritually. In general, success 
requires self-discipline, hard work and 
the ability to overcome difficulty and 
persevere. Having a wider view of 
education demands close cooperation 
with parents; this is where family comes 
in. The link between home and school is 
the tutor, through our tutorial system 
where every boy has his own personal 
tutor and regularly has one to one 
meetings. It can change the direction of 
boys’ lives, sometimes quite 
dramatically. We are educating for 
freedom, equipping our young people 


with the tools to use their freedom well. 
This requires lasting transformation 
rather than temporary conformity. 

All of this comes together in our 
Catholic ethos, summed up in our motto, 
In Gaudio Serviamus - joyfully we 
serve. The link between joy and service 
struck me at a recent conference on 
mental health in adolescence and how 
acts of service can be effective in 

restoring a sense of 
self-worth. It is 
precisely through 
cheerful service and a 
sense of purpose, I 
believe, that the young 
will discover the 
‘piece of good news’ 

within themselves. 

The Cedars School is one of four schools 
founded by PACT Educational Trust, along with 
The Laurels School, a girls’ secondary school in 
Clapham Park; Oliver House School in Clapham 
South; and Oakwood School & Nursery in 
Purley. The four schools are underpinned by a 
Catholic ethos and a unique Character 
Development programme that permeates all 
aspects of school life.

CENTRAL’S UNDISCOVERED GEMS 

Living in the heart of London with its 
fabulous shops and some of the world’s 
most beautiful parks is not necessarily 
out of reach. ‘Kensington and its borders 
of Earls Court and Gloucester Road is 
such a fabulous place to live if you want 
a combination of village spirit with city 
flair,’ says Chloe Leefe, Associate 
Director Sales, at Mountgrange Heritage.

Wherever you look, London is 
reinventing itself so all the more reason 
to break with the past and head for a new 
hotspot. ‘I’d be looking at the future 
growth potential for properties in the 
White City area as it’s just at the 
beginning of its transformation,’ reveals 
Mark Dorman, Head of London

iconic BBC Television Centre lies at its 
heart offering absolutely everything for 
potential owners, tenants and investors 
from world-class shopping to green spaces 
and affluent surrounding areas.’

AREAS OF CHANGE 

Jason Taylor of Franklyn James, Blackheath, takes a 
look at how the local property market is changing 


W e are off to 
a flying start 
as we enter 
2016. The 

Blackheath office has only 
been open since late 
October, but already we are 
seeing a number of clients with property 
transactions taking place via our offices 
on both sides of the river. Canary Wharf 
and the City have never been more 
accessible to south east London. 

With the transport links on offer, 
many owner-occupiers who outgrow their 
apartments in central London will either 
rent or sell the property in order to buy in 
a more leafy part of London. While many 
of us strive for the perfect work-life 
balance, it is still very important to some 
people who work long hours to get into 
the workplace within a short period of 
time. Blackheath and Greenwich have 
always been popular areas to live in but, 
as with any postcode, the more desirable 
the area, the more expensive it becomes.

remaining tea clipper in the world. There 
is also the Maritime Museum and the 
Royal Observatory to visit. The Royal 
Park in Greenwich was formerly used for 
hunting and probably also for hawking 
and it is one of the largest single green 
spaces in south east London. Also the 
fact that the meridian line runs through 
Greenwich means that it is an area of 
worldwide significance.’
